DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

Last night Mr. Benedict’s new opera, entitled The Brides of Venice, 
was produced at this theatre, and met with complete success. The over- 
ture was encored, and there were several other encores during the pro- 
gress of the opera; at the conclusion, its talented composer was loudly 
called for, and he appeared, accompanied by Miss Romer, Harrison, and 
Borrani, the latter gentleman sustained the part originally intended for 
Mr. Stretton, who, owing to an accident to his knee, could not perform. 
Mrs. Alfred Shaw afterwards had to appear, and she retired amid enthu- 
. siastic applause. The piece has been placed upon the stage with great 
care,—some of the scenes drew forth great applause.—The house was 
well filled but not crowded The following will give some idea of the 
plot :—The first act opens with a grand saloon in Count Soranzo’s (Bor. 
rani), villa, Venice. It was anciently the custom in Venice to celebrate 
the marriages among the nobility in the most public manner; the same 
hour witnessed the union of great numbers of the branches of these no- 
ble families. The season of this joyous anniversary was on the eve of 
the Feast of the Purification, on the retnrn of which twelve young 
maidens received portions from the Republic. History informs us that 
it was to Olivolo, the residence of the Patriarch, on the extreme verge 
of the city, that the gay and ornamented gondolas repaired on the happy 
morning. There hailed by music and the gratulations of their assembled 
kindred, the lovers disembarked, and the festive pomp, swelled by a long 
train of friends richly clad, and bearing with them in proud display the 
jewels and nuptial presents of the brides, proceeded to the cathedral. The 
pirates of Istria had long marked this show as a rich promise of booty. 
Olivolo was untenanted, except by priests, and its neighbourhood 
was entirely without inhabitants. In these deserted spots the corsairs 
lay in ambush the night before the ceremony, and while the unarmed and 
unsuspecting citizens were yet engaged in the marriage rites before the 
altar, arude and ferocious troop burst the gates of the cathedral. Not con- 
tent with seizing the costly ornaments, which became their prize, they tore 
away also the weeping and heart-broken brides, and hurried them to 
their vessels). The Doge had honoured the festival with his presence, 
and deeply touched by the rage and despair of the disappointed bride- 
grooms, he summoned the citizens to arms. Hastily assembling such 
galleys as were in the harbour, they profited by a favourable wind, and 
overtook the ravishers before they were extricated from the Lagune of 
Caorio. Candiano led the attack, and such was its fury, that not a 
single Istriote escaped the death which he merited. The maidens 
were brought back in triumph, and the evening of the same day the 
interrupted rites were solemnized with joy, no doubt much heightened 
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by a remembrance of the peril which had so well nigh prevented 
their completion.
